Tankton, Dak., Oct 3. --The eleotton 
yesterday n.'.s'.ilted iu a Uepublioan vic- 
tory throughout the state of noiitli Da- 
kota on the liuugressional, state, judicial 
and legislative tiokets. The oonstitution 
is almost uiianimoual^ adopte 1. Minor- 
ity respreseutation is defeated. The 
prohibition clause in the constitution ia 
probably adopted, but the margin is 
small. The capital looatiou lies between 
Sioux Falls ana Pier.v. The Bepublicau 
majority will be very light, iieports 
from Hiiti'hison oounty indicate a sweep* 
ing decrease in tha Bepublioaa laajidUly. 
if not a email Desaooratio majtuity.' 

Sioint Faus, S. Dak, Oot S.-Ba- 
porta show the heaviaat ^>te ever polled 
in this tacritocy. Tha city gives a small 
majoritar for the EipabUaan ticket Be-
